Drilling operations at Superioro 
Robertson oil well west of town | 
have been completed and prepara. 
tions are under way to make the | 
final test for production. This past 
week production casing has been 
installed in the well and oil stor- 
age tanks are now being erected, 

At the Olds Bailey No. 1 well east 
of town drilling is still continuing 
despite rumors that the well is to be 
put on production test. 


The wells, Superior Robertson and 
Bailey-Olds No. 1, commenced dril- 
ling early in January of this year 
and both were in virgin territory 
and classed as wildcats. 

In commenting on the possibili- 
ties of the two wells, the following 
release was taken from the June 
15 report by the Western Canada | 
Petroleums Association.

The testing will determine whe- 
ther the venture is a teaser or a 
discovery. The well has completed 
at a total depth of 10,553 feet, deep 
in Devonian formation, and is now 
being plugged back to the Madison 
preliminary to running casing. The 
Devonian was not productive at 
this well. The Madison lime over. | 
lying the Devonian gave fairly sub- 
Stantial gas flows and slight oil 
showings on drillstem tests a few 
weeks ago. The Cretaceous sands 
above previously gave some _ gas 
and slight oil showings. 

Canadian Superior’s decision to 
cease and test its Didsbury wildcat 
adds further oil industry interest 
to the general Calgary area of 
southwest Alberta, Circling Calgary 
Within a forty mile radius, drilling 
or testing operations are underway 
in seven areas,

JET HYPO 


Those who turn squeamish at the 
sight of a hypodermic needle will 
soon be able to relax. A new in- 
strument called Hypospray Jet-In. 
jector has been designed to replace 
the needle. An instrument about 
the size of a flashlight with the 
spray passing through the hole that 
is said to be 22 times smaller than

|Notes From the D.A.

Anyone suggesting a good rota- 
tion for an area such as this always 
includes forage crops, For a number 
of years our Department furnished 
seed at a discount, then for a time 
an effort was made to be sure it 
Was available at prevailing prices. 
The last few years the Crop Im. 
provement Service has made seed 
available for several different pro- 
jects at a reduced price. 
| The one most used in my district 
was the Pasture Demonstration. 
Most of these demonstrations in- 
cluded a mixture of Alfalfa, Alsike, 
Brome, Timothy, Red Fescue. Some 
‘had Altaswede, some had Crested 
| Wheat Grass, some Reed Canary 
| Grass. These are to demonstrate for 
| the immediate district the value of 
these mixtures as pastures. Some 
of them will probably have field 
days. 

The following seeded mixtures of 
this kind last year and these flelds 
should be interesting to see this 
year. There is also a different pro- 
ject to demonstrate forage seed pro- 
duction.

LEARNING BY EXPERIENCE 


Back in 1945 the Socialists took office in Britain as 
the result of a long campaign of explaining to the pub- 
lic that profits were the real trouble with our system of 
society; that, if profits were reduced and wages increas- 
ed, then all would be well. In fact, at the time, the) 
Socialists did not seem to have any understanding of 
the value of profits to anyone except capitalists. 

Now, the British Labor Party has published a little 
pamphlet called ‘This Cost of Living business’ in which 
there is quite a different attitude. It turns out that pro- 
fits are necessary. Corporations get out of their profits 
the money which they need to expand and re-equip 
their business. 

If there were no profits, then the money for this 
purpose would have to be found from some other source. 
The pamphlet does not mention it, but the only other 
source would be taxation. 

In addition, what profits are left after this process, 
to be distributed to shareholders, are too small a part 
of the cost of any item to make much difference in 
prices. “Even if profits were eliminated altogether, 
there would still be a cost of living problem.” 

This is the voice of experience. Perhaps the British 
Socialists are still Socialist in theory but they at least 
have learned something about how the world of busi- 
ness functions. 


Indeed, they have learned so much that they point 
out that the only cure for inflation is increased produc- 
tion, and the only palliative even for a short time is to 
stop all increases in wages, salaries and profits, as well 
as to impose higher taxation. 

Do Canadian Socialists understand all this? They 
continue to argue that it is profits and not wages which 
cause prices to be high, but the British Socialists, after 
six years of experience, feel differently about it.

| $40,000 COMPENSATION PAID 
| FOR NEWCASTLE DISEASE 


Dr. T, Childs, Veterinary Director 
General of Canada, said recently 
that more than $40,000 compensa: 
tion was paid for poultry destroyed 
during the week ending June 2, 
under the Health of Animals 
Branch program to eradicate New- 
castle disease, 

Reporting on the success of the 
program to date, Dr, Childs said 12 
flocks had been destroyed in On. 
tario between April 1 and June. 
Compensation was $23,952 for the 
53.924 birds and 29,280 eggs de- 
stroyed, 

The outbreak has been confined 
chiefly to Western Ontario, he said. 
Reports from other parts of Canada 
for the week ending June 2, showed 
that there has been no evidence of 
the disease in Quebec and the Mari- 
times. 

Seven flocks containing 7,746 
birds, and 1,864 eggs were destroyed 
in British Columbia, Compensation 
for the week was $9,512. 

No new cases were discovered in 
Alberta. 

In Saskatchewan, 11 flocks com- 
prising 930 birds and 985 eggs were 
destroyed and compensation of 
$1,113 was paid.

Entomologists of the Federal De. 
partment of Agriculture's Science 
Service have been conducting a 
series of investigations of these 
countless enemies for the last four 
summers and have come out with 
some hitherto unknow facts. 

Entomologists at Fort Churchill, 
Manitoba, carried out ground spray- 
ing with DDT on 250 experi- 
mental plots ranging from 1,000 
square feet to two acres in size. 
Aircraft) spraying encompassed 13 
larger plots from one half to two 
and one half square miles. 

Lessons learned here were applied 
in disease control in the Winnipeg 
flood areas last summer. Some 60,- 
000 gallons of spray containing a 
ton of DDT were distributed over 
12.640 acres, This treatment result- 
ed in the control of 90 per cent of 
the adult mosquito population and 
85 per cent of the larvae. This help- 
ed considerably in preventing an 
outbreak of insect borne diseases 
in the stricken area, 

New techniques in black fly con- 
trol developed in Churchill will be 
a boon to the cattle industry which 
loses considerable livestock an- 
nually through mass attacks by the 
insects.

CORN COBS FOR CONCRETE 


Chopped up corn cobs soaked in 
water several hours yield an excel- 
lent ingredient for concrete, accord. 
ing to experiments at the Michigan 
Experiment Station at East Lansing. 

Reporting on these. tests, C-I-L 
Agricultural News states that corn 
cob concrete was found to have 
three times the insulating value of 
ordinary concrete, is cheaper and 
will hold nails and screws, It does 
not possess the strength of normal 
concrete but is strong enough for 
most farm uses,

| PROPER TIME TO APPLY 2, 4-D 
18 AN IMPORTANT FACTOR 


Picking the proper time to apply 
4-D is one of the most difficult 


problems relating to the use of this 
herbicide. The booklet “Steps To- 
ward Effective Weed Control” states 
that annual weeds are best treated 
when as young as possible, provid- 
ing the majority of weed seeds have 
germinated. In general, annual 
plants are most susceptible when 
young, that is in seedling or ros- 
ette growth stages, and increase in 
resistence to 2, 4-D as they ap- 
proach maturity. Perennial weeds 
on the other hand, are best when 
left until they have developed con- 
siderably above ground, preferably 
to the point of commencing to send 
up the flower stem, When treated at 
this stage of growth the plant is af- 
fected much more than by earlier 
treatment. 

Cereal crops may be treated from 
the timé they have reached the 
three leaf stage or when the leaves 
are six inches long. up until they 
reach their early shotblade stage. 
In general oats are more sensitive 
to 2, 4-D than wheat or barley, and 
it is advisable to use a lower rate 
of application. Flax should be 
treated as soon as weed growth 
warrants, providing the flax plants 
have formed three to four leaves. 
Severe damage to flax may result 
| if treated after the early bud Stage. 

Weeds are usually more suscept- 
ible to 2, 4-D when moisture and 
temperature conditions are favor- 
able for rapid growth.
